Communications were read 
from the county clerks of York 
and Ontario, advising that the 
road from Udora to Brock town- 
line had been taken off the 
county road systems. The coun- 
ty clerk of Ontario asked for the 
council's opinion regarding a 
proposal to establish a county 
health unit. The Department of 
Agriculture sent an additional 
cheque toward Sandford com- 
munity hall. 

A resolution stated that 
"health services are being taken 
care of well enough at the pres- 
ent time and we are therefore

admissions to York County hos- 
pital during 1952 were 3.555. 

At present there is no pedia- 
trics ward. Many of the local 
doctors are hoping that such a 
department will be included in 
the planned addition. 

Last summer during the "ton- 
sil season", one adult ward was 
converted into a tonsil room. 
Five cots were placed in this 
ward and little ones throughout 
the district kept them filled dur- 
ing that time. "It made it much 
easier to provide nursing care 
for the children under this set- 
up and It cut down the noise 
which is disturbing to seriously 
ill adult patients," explained 
Miss Thomas. 

"There needs to he an increase 
In maternity space as well as in 
surgical and medical," comment- 
ed Miss Thomas. The board has 
reached no decisions as yet on 
the number of rooms to be pro- 
rooms vided. An unofficial es- 
timate set 50 as the number of 
additional beds required.

mayor. 'The increase Is expect- 
ed to be as much as 33 1-3 per- 
cent with the provincial hydro 
adding $16,000 to local hydro 
costs annually. 

"At one time we use<l to light 
the town and show a surplus. 
Now the Hydro commission 
shows a surplus but the tax pay- 
ers don't benefit. An increase 
in rates Is coming," Mr. Vale 

said. 
Several councillors pointed out 

that when the Hydro commission 
was set up following the war, 
the local equipment and lines 
were in very poor condition. Not 
only did much of the existing 
equipment require replacement 
but Willi the growth of the town 
since the mid-iota's, many new 
services have been added. 'ITae 
nirpluses have been used to re- 
place and add new equipment. 

The mayor, returning to the 
annual financial statement, ques- 
tioned the transfer of one sum 
from a previous classification. In 
1950 the town debentured for 
$60,000 for hydro. Of this sum, 
$27,000 was allocated to frequen- 
cy standardization expenses. 

In the statement presented by 
Mr. Hector at Monday's council 
meeting $19,000 of this latter 
amount of $27,000, had been 
charged against the operating 
surplus. "How can they do that," 
questioned the mayor. "I m on 
the commission and I don't recall 
any resolution regarding thus 
matter." 



"Hydro commission surpluses 
since the commission took over 
the operation of local hydro from 
the town, approximate $80,000 
By taking the 16 thousand dol- 
lars from those surpluses the 
commission is reducing the oper- 
ating surplus to approximately 
$04 thousand," reasoned Mr. Vole. 

Many questions were raised by 
council in the discussion which 
followed. The suggestion was 
made that the local hydro com- 
mission absorb some of the pro- 
vincial increase through these 
surpluses rather than pass the 
full increase on to the consumer. 

It was pointed out that only three 

other municipalities in Ontario 

have lower hydro rates than 

Newmarket. All the others have 

raised their rates. 



Property owners who ore de- 
veloping unused marshland in 
North and East Gwillimbury 
townships are seeking assurance 
from the North Gwillimbury 
council of construction of a road 
in time for the coming vegetable 
season.

It would be neces- 
sary to arrange for tenders on 
gravelling and a hill would have 
to be removed in the path of 
the road, council said. 

East Gwillimbury council had 
agreed, at its March meeting, to 
co-operate with North Gwillim- 
bury in constructing a road to 
the timber limits west of the 
Lake Simeoe highway (Toronto 
and York Roads No. 12), provid- 
ed that Mr. Gatti undertook cer- 
tain ditching operations. 

Mrs. Mary Kemp has asked 
council for permission to erect 
a pump house at the Cook's Bay 
end of this particular road in 
order to drain the ditch in front 
of her property.

DAIRY FARMERS 
PLANNING TO USE 
MORE ADVERTISING 

A $400,000.00 June advertising 
set-aside this year is the objec- 
tive of the Dairy Farmers of 
Canada, according to Secretary- 
Manager Erie Kitchen, Toronto, 
This total has never been reach- 
ed by the three previous set- 
asides. The nearest approach to 
this figure was in 1950 when 
$344,000 was realized. 

Mr. Kitchen pointed out that, 

based on June 1952 milk produc- 
tion, this year's objective is just 
under 80 percent of the amount 
possible and represents an in- 
crease of 23 percent over the 
1952 set-aside of $325,000. 

■Discussing the need for a 
greater set- aside, OJ.W. Shugg, 
director of publicity for the 
Dairy Farmers of Canada, said 
that new, abnormal conditions 
influencing the dairy industry's 
course at the present time made 
it imperative that both product 
advertising and public relations 
programs be expanded to meet 
the new situation. 

There must be a greater fre- 
quency of impact on the public 
and even a $400,000 fund wouW 
be strained to do the job dahy 
producers require. All dairy 
producer organizations must lend 
their support if the new objec- 
tive was to Be reached, Mr. 
Shugg said.

Discussion over a boat rent- 
ing licence at Orchard Beach, 
Lake Simeoe, has become a regu- 
lar monthly feature of the North 
Gwillimbury township council. 

At the regular meeting at Bel- 
haven on Monday, Messrs. Cam- 
eron and Matthews asked coun- 
cil to promise that Charles Jan- 
ston, Orchard Beach, would not 
be given a boat renting licence. 
Members of council indicated 
that it did not appear that Jan- 
ston would be issued a licence. 

Joseph Dales, Newmarket, so- 
licitor for Janston, subsequent- 
ly appeared at the meeting and 
asked council to provide a rea- 
son for not issuing a licence to 
Janston for the purpose of rent- 
ing boats. He told council that 
Janston had a sizeable invest- 
ment in his business and wanted 
to protect it 

Dales said he understood the 
Department of Lands and For- 
ests would grant Janston a lic- 
ence of occupation if council 

would grant » bait livery licence 



but that council was waiting for 
the department to issue its lic- 
ence first. "Which comes first, 
the chicken or the egg?" asked 
Mr. Dales. Magistrate Hollin- 
rake asked a similar question 
during a court case over the 
same issue last fall. 

Dales maintains that the coun- 
cil has no power to "legislate a 
man out of business but it has 
the power to control and super- 
vise the manner in which he 
deals with the public". 

A 1950 by-law creating Or- 
chard Beach as a residential 
area prohibits new business from 
moving into the area and the by- 
law is being used as a reason for 
not granting the boat renting 
licence. 

Mr. Dales points out that Jan- 
ston was in business before 1050, 
before the residential bylaw was 
passed. "You can't pass a by- 
law and put a man out of busi- 
ness when he has already been 
established and has already 
made an investment," he said.

A 
targe proportion of all provin- 
cial taxes is spent by municipal 
governments, and even ,the 
money collected from the park- 
ing meters which goes to the 
police committee adds to the 
town's funds indirectly. Every 
resident who drops a penny in 
a parking meter Is entitled to 
have on interest in the operation 
of the town's business. 

He suggested that a ratepay- 
ers' association should have an 
educational plan and suggested 
that, under a yearly program, 
members could be provided an 
opportunity to hear from the 

elected representatives on the 
work which they are doing, as 
well as from the paid employees 
of the town on the function of 
Ihelr jobs. In this way it gives 
the people a better measuring 
stick for Judging the suitability 
of a candidate for public office. 
He suggested that the group take 
constructive interest In the year- 
ly budget and that, it ask the 
council for its five year program 
of expenditure. 

Hardy pointed out that al- 
though a community association 

could be of untold value in as- 
sisting council, the final decision 
rested with coundl.

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INCREASING TAX RATES 

Newmarket's tax rate has been set at 64 mills. 
The town council had been faced with the problem of 
a mill irate of over 70 when all school estimates and 
committee estimates were brought in, Mr. Herbert 
Gladman and his finance committee requested a close 
cutting of the year's estimates. Committees and boards 
went to work on reducing their budgets. 

AH councils fear a large increase in the tax rate 
and the members of the 1953 Newmarket council would 
by no means feel at ease by introducing a mill rate of 
over 70. Committees had to cancel some of their plans 
for improvements and it is possible that some had to 
make a pinch which under ordinary circumstances they 
would be ill advised to do. It was not revealed at the 
Monday council meeting as to What exactly was cut 
out of the 1953 program. Time will tell. 

• ■ 

High costs of material and rising costs of labor 
play havoc with committee planning from year to year. 
The tax rate has been' going up every year in at least 
the past ten* Roads, bridges, sidewalks, buildings must 
be maintained and there is always room for improve- 
ments as the town grows. In spite of these rising costs, 
a council does not want to see the tax rate go up. 

As a solution to rising tax rates, some people argue 
that Newmarket should have a larger population and 
to acquire a larger population, more industry is needed, 
they argue. It is not a reasonable argument in this 
case of tax rates, although there are other reasons why 
the town should have more industry. With new industry 
comes more housing and with more housing comes an 
increased financial burden on the town for new streets 
and services. It is a question whether the added assess- 
ment on new industry and new homes offsets these 
high costs for services or not. 

*- *-K 

But what is necessary is an adequate assessment 
on each piece of property and every building in the 
community. If some assessments are too low, there 
is an unnecessary burden on the taxpayers. The first 
thing council should do in the light of these rising tax 
rates is to be perfectly sure that assessments in the 
municipality are equalized and up to date. 



NO PEACE FEARS

What so many people want to know these days is 

whether or not the peace moves by Russia are sincere 

ones. With these thoughts about a true peace, some 

people talk about the nation's economy in a different 

light. "What will happen if we don't need these big 

defence plants? some ask. We really wonder if some 

people are afraid that there will be no threat of war 

and that the prosperity of our country will be retarded 
by the effects on the economy. 

With the peace moves it was noted that the stock 
market took ft drop and financial publications and daily 
papers carried editorials this week to dispel the idea 
that industrialists and financiers fear peace. 

The Financial Post said "If peace can be achieved, 
even some measure of it, then we can get ahead with 
the real job of making possible a better life for more 
people in more parte of the world and, if we manage 
our affairs wisely, prosper in doing it,"

Th* Toronto Globe and Mail commented on "recent 
news stories from New York (that) suggest that be- 
cause stock values have fallen . . . the Western World 
fears peace In Korea and with the Communist world in 
general.

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SOCIETY IN DISTRESS 

- - 

From all reports, the North York Humane Society 
is having a large share of financial difficulties. The 
main. Reason for the society's problems seems to lie with 
the owners of dogs who either refuse to buy licences 
or ignore their duty. The society depends on licence 
fees to finance its operations. The first year it took 
over dog control in Newmarket and other municipalities 

of North York, it received public funds to start its pro- 
gram. Newmarket paid $2,000 to the society for tak- 
ing on dog control responsibilities, with the understand- 
ing that during subsequent years it would depend on 
income from dog licences. 

Last fall the society moved its headquarters and 
kennels from Newmarket to a new location at Aurora. 
A considerable amount of money was used for the new 
location and at present there is a shortage of cash to 
put the new headquarters into a suitable condition. 
Meanwhile the dog licence siuation is not going well. 

The North York Humane society's inspector calls 
on residents to collect licence fees. Fewer fees are 
being collected than there were when Newmarket had 
its own collector. In one year around §700 was col- 
lected in Newmarket before the society took over dog 
control responsibility. Last year only $501 was collect- 
ed by the Humane Society inspector. From Aurora 
§390 was collected and from Richmond Hill $218 was 
collected.. 

There is a vicious circle found in the society's problem. 
The inspector, who has the authority of a police officer, 
calls at homes to collect the dog licence. Owners of pets 
refuse to pay the fee but the inspector does not have 
the time, nor does the society have the money which it 
should have from fees, to carry on court cases. The 
inspector can seize pets and impound them but this 
practice also prows expensive as there seems to be few 
pet owners who will pay the money to retrieve their 
impounded pets. Cost of feeding the animals in the 
pound is too great for the society in its present finan- 
cial position. 

The solution is more money and more co-operation 
on the part of persons who own dogs. If they want 
to keep dogs, they should like them enough to be willing 
to pay a licence fee; If people continue to keep dogs 
but refuse to pay the fee, the community will still have 
a problem in the dog nuisance and the community will 
still need the Humane Society to combat it. No matter 
how one looks at it, it is still a public problem. 



LESS PROGRESS IN NORTH

Although the third and final reading of provincial 
Bill 80 has not yet been passed to create a metropolitan 
area of Toronto and southern York municipalities, a 
metropolitan council has been set up, headed by Mr. 
Fred G. Gardiner, former reeve of Forest Hill Village. 
An inaugural meeting of the council is to be held on 
April 16. 

Rapid progress is being made in the south to iron 
out the metropolitan area problems but thore seems to 
be less progress among the representatives of the north- 
ern municipalities which will constitute the remainder 
of York county. The southern municipalities who form 
the new metropolitan area are already taking part in 
the work and planning which will set up their new 
government. 

There is little heard about the northern govern- 
ment-to-be and it appears that some or all of the plan- 
ning may be done by the "old" York County council 
which still includes representatives from the southern 
metropolitan municipalities. Is the planning for tho 
north's future to bo done by representatives from metro- 
politan 'municipalities? The rural representatives of 
the county are taking.no part in metropolitan plans 
and there is no reason wiry the future of tho rural county 
should not bo guided by representatives from its com- 
ponent municipalities only. The southern representa- 
tives should be left out of the picture. 

It would sound reasonable to suggest that the north- 
ern representatives should be meeting now to decide 
how roads are going to be financed and to iron out 
other problems. The final reading of Bill 80 will be 
passed by next fall and northern municipalities should 
be pondering early about what amendments are needed.

Williams Rudoph Cursed Jr., 
in the Cuttin Corners Clarion 
Blast, published once every two 
weeks, writes that pickled 
thimbleberries represent Cuttin 
Corners* greatest and fastest 
growing industry. 

"Seventy-five percent of the 
pickled thimbleberries consum- 
ed in the province are grown 
and pickled within a nine-mile 
radius of Cut tin Corners,* 1 the 
Clarion Blast states. 

In an editorial, William Ru- 
doph Cursed Jr. writes that 
Cuttin Corners citizens had 

better be proud of their great 

industry. There wiil be a 
great and huge Pickled Thim- 
bleberry Festival in July and 
it is the duty of all citizens of 
Cuttin Corners to get out and 
throng the streets, muster feel- 
ings of civic pride which should 
burst from them in the form of 
loud and spontaneous cheers." 
"When Miss Pickled Thim- 
bleberry of 1953 rides down the 
street on Cuttin Corners' first 



and original milk delivery wa- 
gon, a feeling of civic prida will 
be noted among the turfing 
throngs of citiiena who will 
realize what the community haa 
in a local beauty and relic of 
by-gone days," the editorial 
goes on to say. 

Cuttin Corners seems to be 
proud of its civic heritage but 
there also appears to be some 
doubt as to whether the pick- 
led thimbleberry represents 
Cuttin Corners' most important 
industry or not. Twenty years 
ago, of course, illegal distilla- 
tion was the thriving industry of 
the district. 

A controversy has arisen In 
council, reports our Cornera 
correspondent, Slim Bliggens. 

"Although the thimbleberry 
is the emblem of East Thimble- 
berry township, Councillor Co- 
lin DeHoggs arose in a recent 
meet in* of council and said that 
not pickled thimbleberries but 
the famous bottled Fuzzy Wa- 
ters was the most important 
product which contain secret 
qualities,'* writes Bliggens. 

"Fuzzy Waters sales have 

been very low since the mod- 
ern 'pop' has been brought on 
the market In 1894 a bottling 

plant had been opened in the 
Corners and its product had 
advertised as a 'rejuvinator* but 
the company has never grown 
to be a very large organization. 
Council don't appear hasty in 
discriminatin' between local 
industries," Slim reports. 

In spite of this controversy, 
it appears that the civic pro- 
motion association is going 
ahead with plans for the Pick- 
led Thimbleberry Festival.

Now that the sun is shining 
and the land is drying fast and 
the season seems just about 
four weeks early and maybe 
more, we are on the spot. If 
- one goes ahead and does as the 
weather says, and then it 
turns cold and wet, as it well 
may, it would be not so good. 
If we don't do as the weather 
indicates, we may miss a gol- 
den opportunity that presents 
itself to get a head start, one 
that may not occur again for 
years. 

It makes one wonder, what 
would farming and work on the 
farm be like if we had four to 
six weeks more of a growing 
season. Just let us suppose, 
for fun, that we could count on 
the first of April to be frost- 
free, roads all dried, up, the 
sun shining and the land 
ready to drive on. It would 
mean pasture around the first 
of May and on some land, ear- 
lier. We could grow some 
more fall rye and have it top 
dressed in the spring and then 
have very early pasture. 

Corn would be easy to grow 
and haying would be no prob- 
lem and since we would be 
sure of three cuttings, we 
could keep more animals per 
acre of land or grow more cash 
crops per farm. Since we 
would have more time to do the 
work In the season, we could 
get along with implements of 
smaller value. All this would 
happen it we had a season that 
was four to six weeks longer. 
Well, we haven't got it and 
if this happens to be one, it is 
a freak and certainly the ex- 
ception to the rule. But let us 
not forget that there are parts 
of thU continent that are this 
way and let us remember that 
we have to compete with them 
for markets. 



Now that beef prices have 
been sagging away and there 
is a surplus of dairy products 
on either side of the border, 
this competition becomes very 
contest in which we have to 
put up a much larger effort to 
get the same result. It is only 
by using the best methods 
available, the best seeds and 
the latest information that we 
can keep up with a natural ad- 
vantage of six weeks extra 
sunshine. 

But this reasoning has to go 
further. If we use the best 
machinery, the best seeds and 
the best of breeding stock, add- 
ed to the best possible devices 
end practices, then we have 
to have better educated farm- 
ers, better informed farmers 
and better organized farm 
groups to do it. And it one 
carries this to the logical con- 
elusion, then we will have to 
have a better government 
(which we probably have at 
that) and in general, be a more 
intelligent and more advanced 
country than our competition. 

You will have to admit that 
we have some to go to get 
this. But unless we realize the 
need for it, we will never have 
it The challenge In farming 
today is undoubtedly this very 
item, not only the use of all 
that has been found by re- 
search and study, but also the 

fanner who has the knowledge 
to use it 

Well, that was a long stretch 
from a bit of sunshine out of 
season. But it is hard to deny 
that if there ever was a year 
when we needed this extra en- 
couragement and help, this is 
the year whenVe do need it 
As for ourselves, we will stick 
our neck out and forget what 
date it is and go by the 
weather.

sible when the original estimates 
of the various municipal depart- 
ments were received. At that 
time the rate was over 70 mills. 

In preparing the 1953 budget, 
an accurate report of the actual 
expenditures and receipts for 
1952 are presented to the finance 

the town clerk, 
Wesley Brooks. At about the 
same time, six to eight weeks 
before the budget meetings are 
to be called, the departments 
which make up the municipal 
government of the town are re- 
quested to present an estimate 
of their needs for the coming 

year. 

In these departmental reports 
which are requested from the 
public school, separate school and 
high school boards; arena and 
recreation commissions; roads 
and bridges committee, police 
and fire committees, are listed 
both the estimated revenues and 
expenditures for the coming year. 
Sometimes, these costs are fixed, 
as in the rental of a building, 
fuel costs or grants. 

Most frequently the members 
of the department concerned 
must determine what work they 
wish to accomplish in 1953, what 
monies they will bring into the 
town purse and, from these, with 
the addition of what they will 
request the tax payer to contri- 
bute, a balance is reached. 

An identical situation could 
exist in a family where in the 
spring each member is asked to 
prepare a personal budget to 
present to the family comptrol- 
ler. Each member on the credit 
side would list his earnings, bal- 
ance or surplus from last year 
and on the debit side, would re- 
cord all the necessities and lux- 
uries he wanted for the coming 
year. To balance the gap be-

sum of money from the family 
treasury would need to be added 
to his receipts. 

There are a few families in 
such a financial position that 
they arc able to do this. In most 
instances, it is a necessity to plan 
large expenditures and to space 
them. If one child wants and 
needs a complete spring outfit, 
the bicycle must wait. If one 
member of the family must un- 
dergo surgery, the purchase of 
the latest model car is postponed. 

The same holds true when the 
sums of money involved are in 

the hundreds of thousands as 
managed by council rather than 
the smaller incomes of individual 
families. The finance committee 

must meet and consider each 

item on the prepared statements. 
To be able to do all that each de- 
partment has planned, it would 
require a raise in the mill rate to 
over 70 mills. In view of that 
situation, are certain expenses 
warranted? The figures are 
studied. A few hundred dollars 
are slashed from one amount. 

Two thousand is taken from 

another. - 

On closer observation, it might 
be felt that the estimate of ex- 
pected revenues has been too op- 
timistic. It must be lowered. 
And through many meetings, the 
finance committee gradually 
brings the budget within the 
realm of possibility. 

The recommendations are re- 
turned to the departments. Per- 
haps, as happened in this budget, 
they find that it is necessary to 
increase the amount alloted for 
protection to persons and proper- 
ty by approximately $4,000, the 
equivalent of one mill, or educa- 
tion by the same amount. Then 
something else must be cut a 
corresponding amount or, where 
this Is impossible, an increase in 
the mill rate results. 

No council wants to present a 
budget which will necessitate a 
great increase in the mill rate 
over the previous year. Perhaps 
this is the -Achilles heel for 
councils. In their reluctance to 
present an unpopular budget, 
they may neglect necessary and 
essential work. 

There are many examples of 
such lack of foresight. Such an 
instance was when the roads and 
sidewalks were allowed to de- 
teriorate. The failure to make 
the timely repairs, to admit that 
such work was necessary has 
made the task of succeeding 
councils more difficult. 

It is no easy decision for any 
group of citizens to make when 
they, acting as the council, speak 
for all the taxpayers of the com- 
munity. Only by accepting their 
responsibilities, not only to the 
present, but to the future of the 
town can any council feel that 
it is fulfilling its duty.

He did not 
even wait to ask how much town printing our news- 
paper had had. Nor did any other member of council 
Lk for that information. It appeared that the deputy- 
rleve and reeve were determined to "kill" our news- 
paper if they could. 

This attitude suggests to us the type of advertiser 
who threatens to cut off his support unless he receives 
a niutr Such requests are fewer than they used to be. 
But there was a time when advertisers buying large 
amounts of space in newspapers assumed that they had 
a right to some favorable notice. We wonder if the 
reeve 'and deputy-reeve would have been so anxious to 
"blot us out" if we had found good reasons to praise 
them in our newspaper? • •' . 

Generally speaking, we think their work as muni- 
cipal representatives has been of a poor standard and 
we have not hesitated to say so. Our opinions cannot 
be bought or influenced by a bit of printing work. We 
are not prepared to "damage", much less "sabotage 
the town by saying that the work of certain municipal 
representatives is good if we know it isn't. 

PLEASING EVERYBODY 

Pleasing everybody is impossible. He is a foolish 
man who tries to do so. Worse than that, he is a knave, 
for in order to try and please everybody a man must 
have a new face for all whom he contacts. To some 

he must say "y«" and to others " no "' whichever w * y 
the wind blows. When such a double-cross creature lies 

down to sleep he must often wonder what he is going 
to look like in his dreams! 

There isn't a preacher in Aurora who pleases all 
the members of his congregation. There isn't a preach- 
er anywhere in the whole world who pleases all the 
members of his flock. Any one of them is fortunate if 
he pleases the majority. Where Christ failed it is 
hardly likely that His disciples should succeed. Indeed, 
His mission caused so much uproar in the short period 
of three years that His enemies crucified Him. 

The easy and the safe way is, of course, to express 
no opinions at all "I keep what I think to myself," said 
a man to us. What he meant was, that he did not voice 
his opinions beyond the hearing of his friends. He 
plays safe. He reminded us of the tortoise that moves 
slowly and with infinite care and pulls its head in at 
the slightest sound of danger. 

There is, of course, a. certain kind of merit in such 
studied reticence. But it is the sort of merit enjoyed 
by a mummy. While one is alive and breathing it must 
be hard to resemble a mummy. And had he but kna ^ 
it, even the man who kept his opinions to himself did 
not please everybody. For somebody said of him that 
"you don't know what so-and-so is thinking, for he never 
opens his mouth. He's just a deadpan." 

Pleasing everybody doesn't matter. Good contro- 
versy and intelligent action: and out of both should 
| come progress.

TO THE CORONATION 



The Crown Jewels 

(Treasures beyond price will be uaed during the 
Coronation of Queen Elizabeth II. II e re is another 
article on the Background to the Coronation series, the 
writer describes the uses and symbolism of the Roval 
Regalia.) *

vaulted chamber of the Tower of 
London where Henry VI was Im- 
prisoned and murdered, are 
housed the Crown Jewels which 
will figure in the Coronation cer- 
emony in June. 

Visitors gaze spellbound at the 
lustrous gold orbs, the Royal 
Sceplre containing the largest 
cut diamond in the world and the 
fabulous Imperial State Crown 
which contains 2,783 diamonds, 
277 pearls, 17 sapphires, 11 emer- 
alds and 5 rubies. 

These however are only a few 
of the items constituting the Roy- 
al Regalia, which include St. 
Edward's Staff, the Spoon and 
Ampulla, the Golden Spurs, the 
State Swords, the Orb, Ring, 

Sceptres and the Crowns. 

Their value cannot be stated 
because obviously they would 

never be put up for sale, but cer- 
tainly they are worth, intrinsi- 
cally, many millions of dollars, 
a fine haul for a burglar, if he 
were rash enough to risk electro- 
cution or decapitation, two penal- 
ties which, it is rumored, would 
have to be faced by a prospective 
thief. 

The Crown Jewels have had 
their vicissitudes. Once the Re- 
galia were housed in Westminster 
Abbey but bits and pieces had a 
habit of disappearing. Following 
an attempt to rob the Abbey in 
the reign of Henry III the jewels 
were removed to the Tower of 
London, the Impregnable strong- 
hold by the River Thames, which 
took nearly 200 years to build 
(between 1073 and 1272). 

Even at the Tower of London 
the jewels were still a tempta- 
tion. An Irish adventurer, Col- 
onel Biood, wheedled his way in- 
to the confidence of the assistant 
keeper, overpowered him with 
the help of two accomplices and 
nearly got away with the State 
Crown and Orb. The sequel was 
strange, for instead of being exe- 
cuted the thief was rewarded by 
King Charles II with a pension of 
£500 a year, a large sum in those 
days. 

What was the catch? It is sus- 
pected that Charles II, being 
short of cash, had staged the rob- 
bery himself to get possession of 
the jewels and dared not allow 
Colonel Blood to be punished for 
fear he should turn resentful and 
tell the truth. 

Most people assume that all 
the Regalia are of great anti- 
quity. This, however is not the 
case- During the Commonwealth 
regime of Oliver Cromwell, from 
1649 to 1660, the priceless relics 
which for six centuries had fig- 
ured in the crowning of Eng- 
land's monarchs were broken 



chased gold, uaed to be buckled 
on to the Sovereign after the 
anointing, as or* emblem of chiv- 
alry, but since the Coronation of 
Queen Anne it has been the cus- 
tom of the Lord Great Chamber- 
lain simply to touch the Sover- 
eign's heels with them. 

The four swords of State are 
among the most beautiful exam- 
ples of workmanship in the 
world. Each sword has a sen. 
arate symbolical significance. 
For instance the Jewelled Sword 
of State, which at State openings 
of Parliament is carried point 
upwards before the Sovereign, 
symbolizes office. 

This sword was made for the 
Coronation of George IV in 1821 
at a cost of 16,000. Its gold scab- 
bard is covered with emblems of 

the United Kingdom: the Rose of 

England, the Thistle of Scotland, 
the Shamrock of Ireland, beauti- 
fully worked in rubies, diamonds 
and emeralds. The hilt and grip 
are thickly studded with diam- 
onds and other gems. 

The second and third swords 
represent spiritual and temporal 
justice and together with the 
Curtana, which has a broken-off 
point and symbolizes mercy, are 
carried in the ceremony before 
the Sovereign. It has been the 
custom to carry three swords of 
this type ever since the time of 
Richard I in 1189. 

The Orb of State, delivered in- 
to the Queen's hands during the 

Coronation, represents independ- 
ent sovereignty under the Cross. 
The Orb used today was made 
for King Charles II and consists 
of a globe of gold heavily encrus- 
ted with gems. The Archbishop, 
placing it in the Queen's right 
hand, will remind her of the sig- 
nificance of the cross surmount- 
ing it: "When you see this Orb 
. . . remember that the whole 
world is subject to the power 
and Empire of Christ our Re- 
deemer." 

When the Orb has been handed 
over, the Keeper of the Jewel 
House then hands the coronation 
Ring to the Archbishop, who slips 
it on to the third finger of the 
Sovereign's right hand. 

Next comes the Sceptre, the 
"Ensign of Kingly Power and 
Justice," sometimes called the 
Baculum, As a symbol of sover- 
eignty it is older than the Crown 
itself. As a work of art, it is of 
breathtaking beauty. Originally 
made for Charles II and since ad- 
ded to and improved, it is nearly 
three feet long and heavily stud- 
ded with jewels, though the cen- 
tre is of plain gold to form a grip. 
Its pear-shaped stone, the largest 
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down. On the restoration of the ' cut diamond in the world, weighs 



Monarchy in 1660 strenuous ef- 
forts were made to track down 
and re-assemble such pieces as 
had not been broken or defaced. 
A few gems were recovered un- 
damaged, including the Black 
Prince's ruby and St. Edward's 
Sapphire, which adorn the Im- 
perial Crown today. 

The only piece* of the present 
Regalia which have featured in 
the crowning of English mon- 
archs before 1660 are those two 
gems, Queen Elizabeth's pearl 
ear-drops and the Stuart Sap- 
phire from the down of Charles 
II. The Spoon and Ampulla, 
which will be used in the Cor- 
onation ceremony for the solemn 
moment of anointing, date from 
the pre-reformatkm days. 

The spoon has been used, it is 
thought, in Coronation ceremon- 
ies for nearly 800 years, for its 

workmanship is in the style of 
the lute 12th or early 13th cen- 
tury. The Ampulla is a gold ves- 
sel shaped like an eagle, through 
whoso beak the sacramental oil 
is poured into the spoon. The 
Archbishop of Canterbury will 
dip two fingers into this spoon 
und anoint the Sovereign with 
the sign of the Cross.

516 H carats and was cut from the 
Cullman diamond presented to 
King Edward VII by the Trans- 
vaal Government in 1907. The 
original diamond weighed l\* 
pounds. 

This lovely gem can be taken 
out, by means of a movable clasp* 

and worn by the Queen oa spe- 
cial occasions. 

The final act in the Coronation 
is the placing of King Edward's 
crown upon the Queen's head. 
It is so large and heavy, consist- 
ing of over ? pounds in weight oi 
pure gold and gems, that it is 
doubtful if the Queen will wear 
it for more than a few minutes 
before exchanging it for the ligh- 
ter Imperial Crown of State. 
King George VI, with character- 
istic patience, suffered it fox 30 
minutes of the coronation service, 
though his father, King George 
V found a few minutes quite 
enough. King Edward VH, who 
was in a poor state of health at 
the time of his coronation, was 
actually crowned with the light- 
er version and did not wear the 
heavy Crown at all. 

The great glowing ruby in the 
larger crown has a bloody and 
interesting history. Two inches 
by one and a half in size, in 1367 
it was owned by a King of Gra- 
nada in Spain who was murd- 
ered by a neighboring prince 
who wanted to possess the stone. 
In turn he gave it to the* Black 

Prince, who wore it in battle. 
Later, it saw the tumult and 
slaughter of Agincourt when car- 
ried by Henry V, and the carnage 
of Bosworth field, when carried 
by Richard III. 

When Richard was killed the 
crown was found in a bush. 
Cromwell's vandals, when break- 
ing up the Crown Jewels! valued 
this fabulous gem at a mere £4. 
How It was recovered after the 
restoration of the Monarchy in 
1660 it is not known, but even 
then its adventures were not at 
an end. For when Colonel Blood 
tried to steal the Crown Jewels 
the ruby fell from its setting and 
waf found in the pocket of one 
of his accomplices. 

The sapphire in the cross sur- 
mounting the Crown is said to 
have come from the ring worn 
by Edward the Confessor at his 
coronation in 1042, which would 
make it over BOO years old. It 
was buried ,with him in West* 
minster Abbey, lost when his 
tomb was desecrated and, in a 
mysterious way, found its way 
back to the Royal Regalia* Per- 
haps a priest who connived at its 
theft, and had hidden it, waa la- 
tar striken with iMfttt** «*| f** 
stored it to Its »K**f $)i**.

This Parliament has been giv- 
ing a lot of thought and study 
to the proUorm of the rural mail 
man. As a result the govern- 
ment has introduced legislation 
designed to improve conditions 
and it has been generally accept- 
ed by all parties and by the rural 
mail couriers,' association. 

Under the new legislation the 
Postmaster General is empower- 
ed to revise contracts where the 
contractor is trying to do a job 
at a low figure in these days of 
rising costs. 

There is such a great differ- 
ence in conditions of the rural 
mail contracts in a country 
so widespread and diversi- 
fied as Canada that it is impos- 
sible to set any definite sched- 
ule of payment. Road condi- 
tions, train schedules, number 
of boxes and many other factor* 
enter into the work and cost of 
the different contracts. The new 
legislation gives the Postmaster 
General authority to take all 
these and other factors into con- 
sideration and make adjust- 
ments where warranted. 

We hope the measure will re- 
sult in more equitable treatment 
for the rural mail couriers of 
Canada and in this I am sure 
we will have the whole-hearted 

support and endorsation of the 
people. 

I wish to thank the rural mail 
carriers In North York who have 
discussed this problem with me 
or written me their views and 
suggestions. Their co-operation 
has been most helpful and much 
appreciated. 

Any contractor who is finding 
difficulty In making ends meet 
and feels his remuneration Is out 
of line with coats of giving the 
service, can have his contract 
reviewed.

St. N. to Aubrey Campbell, 
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KING CHANGES 
TAX COLLECTOR 
AND TWP. CLERK 

A by-law was approved by 
King township council for the 
appointment of clerk Harold G, 
Rose, as tax collector to replace 
Charles H. Ross. 

Mr. Rose will receive a 
salary of §600 plus the sum of 
$200 for car allowance, retroac- 
tive to January 1, 1953. 

Miss Betty Westbrook, steno- 
grapher, will have her annual 
salary increased by §200 for her 
work in connection with taxa- 
tion accounts. 

Mr. C. H. Ross has been ay- 
pointed building inspector for 
the township, a position he for- 
merly held. On a full time basis, 
his salary will be $2,000 per an- 
num, plus $500 car allowance. 
Mr. Ross had been tax collector 
since 1925. During the early 
part of his career he was in 
charge of the south part of the 
township and Lloyd Hollings- 
head collected for the northern 
section of the municipality. It 
was the practice th*n to collect 
taxes by house to house calls. 
He used a horse to make his 

rounds. 

John Van Luyk, William Eek 
and William Watson were a dele- 
gation from the Holland Marsh, 
asking King township council 
that the Holland Harsh roads act 
for construction and mainten- 
ance be scrapped and Out the 
township pay the cost of con- 
struction. 

The proposed hartMop road 
would be built from "bridge to 
bridge", at Ansnorvddt They 
said taxpayers in the Marsh area 
had paid $100,000 since the act 
was passed and there was little 
to show for it. The area would 
retain the act for dust preven- 
tion. Council asked for an esti- 
mate of the gravel needed. 

King council ipproved the 
third plan on the Kings view- 
subdivision at King City, which 
will be recommended to Toronto 
and York Planning Board for its 
approval. The consent was giv- 
en by council on tho understand- 
ing that Mr* Dew, owner oi tho 
subdivision, give a marked 
cheque to the township for the 
building of another road and in- 
stallation of a water main to this 
roadway. If he carries out as 
he has in the past, we wilt not 
hear of any trouble about his 
lots, an official stated. 

Lome Graham, Richmond Hill, 
presented a proposed subdivision 
plan to council, situated north of 
Bond St„ at Oak Ridges. He was 
advised by officiate to redraft 
his plan to 10 lots from 1% with 
the understanding his plan 
would be forwarded to Toronto 
and York Planning Board.
